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CROP  PROSPECTS. 
WEEAT. 

Little  change  has  taken  place  in  the  wheat  situation  during  the 
past  week.     Some  revisions  have  been  male  in  the  estimates  of  various 
co^jntries,  "but  the  total  production  lia.s  not  been  greatly  changed. 

Fall  sov/ing  of  wheat  has  been  delayed  in  Germany  and  Czechoslovakia 
due  to  v^eather  conditions,  but  is  progressing  nornally  in  Austria.  In 
Belgium,  H-ungary  and  Xtaly  the  conaitions  are  favorable  for  fall  sowing, 
according  to  radio  received  October  22,  from  the  international  Institute 
of  Agriculture  at  Rome. 

BARLEY, 

Estimates  of  barley  production  amounting  to  6o2, 7^0,000  bushels 
have  been  received  for  23  E-'oropean  Countries.     These  same  countries  pro- 
duced 5^7,^90,000  bushels  last  year,  v;hich  was  aonut  52  per  cent  of  the 
total  European  production  outside  of  present  day  Russia,     Estimates  for 
North  Africa  are  generally  complete,  but  dataare  lacking  from  the  smaller 
Asiatic  cotintries.    A  forecast  of  'i-,  553,  000  buyhels  has  been  issued  for 
the  present  crop  in  Argentina,  but  no  acreage  figures  have  yet  been  re- 
ceived. 

POTATOES. 

Reports  of  average  yields  in  Germany  confirm    the  previous  estimate 
of  about  1,200,000,000  bushels,  received  from  Agricultural  Commissioner 
Squire  on  September  19 .     In  England  and  Scotland  the  weather  was  unfavor- 
able for  harvesting  during  September  and  early  October  which  may  cause 
some  decrease  in  the  final  estimate  of  production.     In  Ireland  the  yield 
is  reported  as  a  fair  average  one  but  considerably  oelow  that  of  last  year. 
In  Hungary,   Switzerland  and  Czechoslovakia  the  yields  are  small  aue  to 
need  of  moisture  during  the  late  growing  season. 

SUGAR  BEETS. 

&agar  beet  yields  in  Germany  and  Austria  are  reported  as  average, 
and  while  we  have  no  indication  of  the  yield  in  Ci,echo Slovakia  their  har- 
vest is  progressing  under  favoraole  conditions. 
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CBO?  PEOSPSGTS, -CONT'D. 
COTTON. 

'■^iae  second  estimate  of  cotton  acrsa.ge  in  India  has  been  received 
as  reported  last  v^eek.     The  first  prcdv.ction  forecast  is  not  d-ae  until 
■a'oout  •Decem'ber  I3,  but  from  present  weather  conditions  an  average  yield 
is  expected.     From  Irak,  Mesopotamia,  n-amsron.s  reports  of  boll  v;orm  have 
been  received.     Planting  is  progressing  in  the  Anglo -Egyptian  Sudan. 
Balnfall  in  this  sectioii  has  permitted  new  areas  to  be  planted  to  .cotton, 

OLH^. 

The  Italis-n  olive  crop  was  benefited  by  rains  during  September. 
In  Algeria  the  crop  is  reported  as  satisfactory. 

BICE. 

Production  estimates  aggregating  24-, 8S7, 392,  COO  pounds  have  been 
received  from  nine  coiintries.     These  same  countries  produced  last  year  ' 
25,597,389,000  pounds  or  20  per  cent  of  the  world  rice  production.  The 
total  world  production  so  far  as  reported  in  1922  was  123,  353,  T'^S,  000 
pounds  of  cleaned  rice. 

tbajde  and  peoduction  notes. 

Since  the  war,  the  annual  export s  of  barley  from  the_  United  State s 
have  ranged  between  18. 000. 000  bushels  and  22. 030. 000  bushels.  This 
amount  was  two  and  a  half  times  greater  tha,n  the  prewar  average  of  at 
least  8,000,000  bushels.     The  Uni  tea  Xingdom  takes  about  70  per  cent  of 
our  exports,  with  Eelgim  ranking  second  as  a  pixrchaser  of  this  product. 

The  Uni  ted  State s  shipped  much  le  ss  grain,   sugar .  cotton,  cotton- 
seed oil,  cottonseed  cake  and  meal,  glucose  and  cornstarch  to  foreign 
countries  during  the  three  months  ending  Sep-cemoer  3C,   1923  than  during 
the  corresponding  three  months  a  year  ago.    Exports  of  wheat,  including 
floui'  show  a  decrease  of  39  P^r  cent,  corn  90  per  cent,  rye  59  P^r  cent, 
oats  7^  per  cent,  barley  }h  per  cent,  rice  lb  per  cent,   sugar  93  P^^ 
cent,  and  cotton  3C  per  cent. 

The  coirmodi tie s  showing  substantial  increases  in  the  exports  from 
the  Uni  ted  State  3  during  the  period  June  1  to  September  30,   1923  were 
bacon,  hams  and  shoulders,  lard,  tallov/,  tobacco,  hops,  and  linseed  cake 
and  meal,  fresh  apples  and  the  dried  fruits.     The  total  meat  exports  in- 
creased from  UU6,000,000  pounds  in  1922  to  51-I-0,  000, 000  pounds  in  1923, 
an  increase  of  21  per  cent;  hams  and  shoulders  x'rom  60,  000,  000  poimds  in 
1922  to  105,000,000  pounds  in  I923  or  5*3  per  cent;  lard  increased  from 
196,000,000  pounds  to  237,000,000  pounds  or  21  per  cent  while  tobacco 
exports  show  an  increase  of  25  per  cent.

Eeports  fro;n  Centra.1  E'Tirope  inaica'ce  that  tobacco  crops  are  every- 
where above  nornial.     It  is  e.stin:atea  that  2-algaria' s  -ccbacco  crop  will 
araount  this  season  to  5^,070,000  po-uncls  coirrpared  with  39,330,000  pc-ands 
last  year.     The  excellent  price  which  tobacco  has  broTight  of  late,  the  wide 
n&.v'kets  open  to  it  and  the  general  good  retiirn  which  its  culture  has  af- 
forded have  greatly  encouraged  E-olgarian  production  and  the  area  sown  has 
almost  doubled.     The  total  area  under  cultivation  this  year  aniounts  to 
7b, dCO  acres. 

In  Yugoslavia  it  is  confidently  anticipated  that  the  1923  tobacco 
harvest  will  be  a  considerable  ircproveEent  on  that  of  last  year  when  the 
production  amounted  to  only  20,700,000  pounds.     In  view  of  last  year's 
shortage  the  Monopoly  Administration  decided  this  year  to  raise  the  prices 
paid  to  producers.     This  has  had  the  effect  of  extending  the  interest  in 
tobacco  growing,  which  in  the  past  has  been  regarded  as  an  unprofitable 
industry.     In  accordance  with  this  decision  the  prices  paid  to  the  produc- 
ers have  been  increased  by  20O  per  cent  and  in  soiae  parts  as  much  as  300 
per  cent.    As  a  consequence  of  this  incentive  to  growers,  almost  double 
the  area  has  been  sown  with  tobacco  this  year.     The  Monopoly  Administration 
estimates  the  yield  at  ^3;To2,333  pounds. 

Selgi-ijm' s  to'oacco  production  this  year  is  estimated  at  5,60C,  COO 
pounds  compared  v/i  th  7,330,000  pounds  last  year. 

Italian  tobacco  production  is  rapidly  increc.sing.     In  past  years 
Italy  has  been  partly  dependent  on  the  markets  of  "r.he-Near  Zast  and  the 
United  States  for  ner  tobacco  requirements,  but  since  19^-  "he  varieties 
knowT.  as  "Levantine''  tobacco  are  grown  in  Quantities,   large  enougn  to  meet 
net  only  the  home  demand  but  leaving  also  an  exporta.ole  surplus.     The  area 
■ander  tobacco  in  1922  v;as  53,000  acres  compared  with  19,000  acres  in  I909- 
13,  and  the  production  for  1922  was  50,^90,000  pounds  compared  with 
22,120,000  po^ands  in  I909-I3. 

The  area  under  "Kentucky"  tobacco  has  increasea  m"ach  slower  than 
that  of  "Levantine"  tobacco.     Tlii  s  is  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  curing 
the  "Kentucky"  leaf  is  a  much  more  expensive  process  than  curing  the 
"Levantine."    The  tobacco  crop  is  believed  to  oe  an  important  one  in  Italy 
and  it  employs  a  large  amount  of  labor.     The  Italian  grower  claims  the 
price  he  now  receives  is  too  lov;  ano.  that  for  tobacco  of  the  same  quality 
he  should  receive  the  same  price  as  is  paid  to  the  foreign  proaucer.

SEASON. 

The  new  dairying  season  gives  every  indica.tion  of  equalling,  if  not 
surpassing  the  record  production  of  last  season,  provided  favorable  conditions 
prevail . 

The  output  for  the  first  t\¥0  months  of  the  season  has  exceeded  that  of  the 
corresponding  period  of  last  year  by  approximately  560,000  pounds. 

From  July  1  to  August  3I,  I923,     3,852,408  poupids  vrere  received  at  the 
grading  stores,  agairst  },?.iSy^+h  for  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year, 

an  increase  of  563,864. 

During  the  first  two  months  of  the  season,  2,219  crates  (one  crate  weighs 
from  160  to  164  pounds)  of  cheese  have  been  received  at  the  grading  stores,  com- 
pared with  636  during  the  same  period  last  year. 

Shipments  of  dairy  produce  from  Auckland  during  August  included  891,800 
pounds  of  butter  to  Britain  and  about  1^7,672  po'.-.nds   to  Australia.
